But  the  new  federation — backed  by  the 
determination  and  might  of  the  big  four  nations,  the  United  States,  Great 
Britain,  China,  and  Russia,  who  have  signed  a pact  designed  to  win  the 
war  and  maintain  the  peace — will  have  the  power  and  good  sense  to  make 
the  world  a better  place  in  which  to  live.

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A Glimpse  o f the 


1943  Typli  oon  m Action 


The  Gold  and  Blue  of  Newport  News  High  wrote  o blazing  chapter  in  the  annals  of  NN  foot- 
ball as  they  went  through  the  season  with  five  victories,  two  losses,  and  one  tie  to  finish  next  to  Thomas 
Jefferson  of  Richmond  in  the  Class  A football  standings  and  prove  themselves  one  of  the  best  teams  in 
the  state. 

Practice  sessions  got  underway  in  early  September.  Reporting  to  Coach  Harry  Harmon  and  Assistant 
Lou  Plummer  as  key  men  were  six  players  who  had  received  numerals  for  their  efforts  in  1942 — Captain 
Buddy  Lex,  Dick  Avery,  Wade  Squires,  Harry  Hardy,  Tom  Stennett,  and  Guy  Boswick.  The  Typhoon's 
alternate  captain,  Kenny  Akers,  had  joined  the  Navy  during  the  summer. 

In  addition  to  his  returning  lettermen,  the  coaches  had  seven  boys  who  had  seen  some  action  the 
year  before  although  not  enough  to  merit  letters  and  a host  of  other  boys  with  a lot  of  ambition  but  no 
experience  in  varsity  football.  Among  the  experienced  were  George  Hardy,  Harry  Hilling,  Bobby  Stortz, 
Milton  Council,  Hastings  Hawk,  Billy  Ellis,  and  Jim  Stafford. 

Using  the  six  lettermen  in  key  positions,  the  seven  experienced  players  to  fill  in  the  gaps  and  as 
reinforcements,  and  the  new  squadmen  to  back  up  and  alternate  with  the  experienced,  the  coaches  pre- 
pared the  team  for  the  1943  campaign. 

In  their  opening  encounter  the  Harmon-men  lost  to  the  powerful  Apprentice  150-pound  team,  12-0. 
The  new,  untried  NN  combination  was  outplayed  by  the  more-experienced  Apprentices  as  Pistol  Pete 
Robinson  scored  twice  for  the  winners  by  sheer  line-bucking  power.  In  this  game  Guy  Boswick,  one  of  the 
six  lettermen,  was  injured  and  did  not  see  any  more  action  during  the  season. 

The  next  game  by  the  N men  was  a heartbreaking  loss  to  the  Maury  High  Commodores  on  the 
latter's  field,  14-12.  In  this  game  Coach  Harmon  found  a nice  punter  and  passer  in  Bobby  Spicer.  With 
Spicer  passing  and  Captain  Lex  running,  the  Typhoon  put  up  a fight-to-the-finish  battle  in  which  they 
lost  in  the  last  three  minutes  of  play. 

The  local  eleven  drove  41  yards  for  the  first  score.  Lex  plunging  over  for  the  initial  tally.  Maury 
soared  right  back  as  Rainer  passed  23  yards  to  Allen.  Bruce  Jones  place-kicked  the  extra  point  and  the 
Norfolk  lads  led  7-6.  Spicer  began  spotting  Ends  Holland  and  Avery  with  aerials  deep  in  Commodore 
territory,  and  finally  Lex  went  over  for  a NN  tally.  The  second  half  was  a defensive  one  so  far  as  the 
Typhoon  was  concerned.  With  three  minutes  to  play,  Rainer  went  over  for  Maury's  winning  touchdown. 
Final  score:  NN  12,  Maury  14. 

In  quest  of  its  first  victory  in  the  1943  season  the  Typhoon  played  host  to  Fairfax  High,  and  before 
the  afternoon  was  over  Bobby  Spicer  had  tossed  passes  around  until  the  invaders  thought  it  was  raining 
footballs.  The  final  score  was  51-13  as  the  locals  practically  scored  at  will.  Bobby  Spicer,  playing  his 
first  year  on  the  football  team,  completed  nine  straight  passes  which  is  believed  to  be  some  kind  of 
a record.  Spicer  hit  his  target  repeatedly  and  proved  that  the  other  teams  would  find  the  Typhoon  hard 
to  get  along  with  from  then  on. 

Passing  again  meant  victory  as  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Presidents  bowed  18-7,  on  the  Saunders  Stadium 
turf.  The  Presidents  were  ahead  at  the  halftime  after  Adams'  toss  to  Clayton  for  a touchdown  was 
followed  by  a conversion  to  give  the  Presidents  a 7-6  lead.  The  Newport  men  had  scored  when  Spicer 
passed  to  Woodie  Holland  over  the  goal.  The  Typhoon  came  back  hard  in  the  third  quarter,  scored 
two  touchdowns,  and  sent  the  Prexies  home  with  a high  opinion  of  Newport  News.  The  local  players 
went  to  the  showers  with  their  second  conference  victory  of  the  season. 

Traveling  to  Petersburg  for  the  next  engagement,  the  Typhoon  were  tied  by  a mediocre  Petersburg 
eleven  19-19.  The  Gold  and  Blue  were  trying  for  their  first  win  over  the  Crimson  Wave  since  1938 
when  the  Newport  team  had  upset  the  forces  of  Coach  Roland  Day  7-0. 

The  game  was  played  under  protest  this  year  as  a Crimson  touchdown  was  ruled  out  in  the  first 
quarter  by  the  officials.  Lex  dashed  47  yards  for  a Shipbuilder  tally  in  the  opening  quarter  and  Kitchen, 
Wave  back,  retaliated  by  running  the  NN  kickoff  back  80  yards  for  a score.  Lex  scored  again  for  the 
Typhoon  and  Kitchen  plunged  over  for  another  six-pointer  for  the  Petersburgers.  Spicer  tossed  to  Avery 
for  another  tally  and  the  extra  point  was  good,  but  Tench,  Wave  end,  intercepted  a pass  and  went  44 
yards  for  a score.  The  extra  point  was  good  and  that  tied  the  ball  game. 

After  having  tough  luck  against  Petersburg,  the  N men  got  back  into  the  win  column  by  handing 
Granby  a 14-6  setback  at  Saunders  stadium.  The  Blue  Comets  scored  first  as  Pat  Lyons,  end  for  the 
invaders,  intercepted  one  of  Lex's  aerials  and  scampered  55  yards  unmolested.  The  extra  point  failed. 
Newport  went  ahead  in  the  third  quarter  when  Spicer  passed  to  Holland  for  the  Typhoon's  initial  tally 
and  Lex  kicked  the  extra  point.  Later  Lex  plunged  over  for  another  NN  touchdown  for  good  measure. 

At  least  once  during  a football  team's  season  there  comes  a must-win  game  and  this  year  was  no 
exception.  The  only  conference  loss  suffered  by  the  Gold  and  Blue  had  been  at  the  hands  of  Maury 
and  the  Typhoon  got  another  shot  at  the  Commodores  on  November  13. 

Lex  scored  the  touchdown  as  Newport  News  beat  Maury  6-0  in  a highly-contested  game.  The 
Newport  score  was  set  up  when  Allen  of  the  Commodores  attempted  to  pass  and  Lex  intercepted  on 
the  Norfolk  45  and  dashed  to  the  11-yard  line.  In  two  tries  Lex  plunged  over  and  that  touchdown  was 
the  margin  of  victory. 

Seven  thousand  watched  as  Newport  News  won  over  Wilson  14-0  on  Thanksgiving  Day  in  the 
Portsmouth  stadium.  It  was  the  second  win  of  the  season  over  Wilson.  Bobby  Spicer  passed  to  Dick 
Avery  in  the  second  quarter  for  the  winner's  first  score.  Spicer  scored  the  conversion.  In  the  fourth 
period  Rudolph  Spencer  pranced  around  the  end  for  another  Typhoon  tally  and  Avery  scored  the  con- 
version. 

This  game  closed  the  season  for  NN  and  was  the  best  year  so  far  as  league-standings  were  con- 
cerned for  a Typhoon  team  since  1931.  Seventy-one  points  were  scored  against  the  Typhoon  while  they 
compiled  a total  of  134  points.

They  Bid  N.  N.  H.  S Football  Adieu 

HARRY  HARDY 

Playing  his  second  year  on  the  varsity  football  team,  tall  Harry  Hardy  put  in  a stellar  performance 
for  the  1943  edition  of  the  Typhoon  at  tackle.  Hardy,  who  tips  the  scales  at  160  pounds,  received  his 
numeral  in  1942  when  he  played  end  for  Coach  Harry  Harmon.  In  recognition  of  his  fine  playing  in 
1943,  the  February  graduate  was  named  to  the  All-Foreman  field  team — a team  composed  of  the  best 
players  who  performed  on  the  Norfolk  field  during  the  season.  Hardy's  reaction  in  the  forward  wall 
indicated  his  joy  for  the  rough  play  found  in  the  line. 

WADE  SQUIRES 

One  of  the  outstanding  lineman  on  the  team  and  plenty  good  in  anybody's  company  was  Wade 
Squires.  Squires  earned  his  letter  as  a member  of  the  1942  football  team  and  made  an  exceptional  showing 
that  year.  Last  season  Squires  picked  up  where  he  left  off  in  '42  and  proceeded  to  be  one  of  the  best 
guards  in  the  state.  Although  not  as  heavy  as  some  former  Typhoon  guards,  the  150-pounder  can  be 
put  alongside  other  outstanding  Typhoon  boys  that  have  played  for  the  Alma  Mater.  When  football 
season  rolls  around  next  year  this  boy  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  coaching  staff  of  NNHS. 

GUY  BOSWICK 

When  football  practice  started  in  September  the  coaches  were  expecting  much  from  this  boy,  but 
Guy  Boswick  did  not  get  to  show  the  coaching  staff  what  he  did  in  1942.  Boswick  had  played  at  the 
opposite  end  of  the  line  from  Larry  Sanford  on  the  '42  squad  and  had  turned  in  very  favorable  performances 
in  catching  passes  and  in  playing  a whale  of  a game  on  the  defensive.  But  early  in  the  1943  season 
practive  Boswick,  one  of  Coach  Harman's  six  returning  lettermen,  received  a knee  injury  and  has  been  out 
of  action  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  The  accident  was  a tough  break  to  a tough  player. 

AARON  TALTON 

Probably  one  of  the  best  defensive  players  on  the  Newport  News  team  this  year  was  Aaron  Talton. 
He  turned  in  a very  good  performance  for  a first-year  man,  having  played  with  the  Junior  Varsity  in 
1942.  Talton  is  a quiet  boy  in  some  instances  but  makes  up  for  it  during  a football  contest.  He 
deservingly  wears  the  "N"  of  Newport  News  High. 

MILTON  COUNCIL 

Milton  Council  has  proven  that  you  do  not  have  to  be  large  in  order  to  take  part  in  sports.  Council 
was  a member  of  the  1943  track  team,  specializing  in  the  running  department.  Considering  the  experience 
he  had,  Milton  turned  out  to  be  a very  capable  sub-back  on  the  1943  football  squad.  Although  not  as 
fast  in  football  as  some  of  the  other  members  of  the  squad,  this  senior  was  hard  to  catch  once  he  got 
into  the  secondary. 


ELLIOTT  ABRAHAM 

Serving  his  first  year  on  the  high  school  football  squad,  Abraham  did  not  show  the  stellar  per- 
formances of  Buddy  Lex  or  Bobby  Spicer  but  while  in  the  game  Abraham  gave  everything  he  had  and 
did  quite  well  considering  his  inexperience.  Quite  in  most  respects,  Number  72  was  a scrapper  when  he 
was  in  there  as  a sub.
